We then profciled the greateſt Zeal 
for the Service of Her Highneſs; but ſtill continued our Cerreſpondence with 
.the Queen of Scors by the means of a Clerk to Robin the Scrivener. At home we 
made our Party fo ſtrong, that we 1ttempted by the help of a certain Tire- 
woman, tO bring the L. Burleigh, the E.. of Leiceſter, and ſome others into Diſ-

rit of thoſe great Men; and we were all diſcarded with the juſt Marks of 


Iznominy, to the SatisfaQion of all good Subjeas. 


What hath happened ſince, I need not repeat. I acknowledge my ſelf juſt- 


ly doomed to the Exccution of that Sentence proyo:nc'd againſt me. I muſt 
now leave you all, tho' notwithſtanding my maiy lutirmities, 1 might by the 
Courſe of Nature have held out Three Years loi:ger. May Her Majeſty's 
Grace long Live and Reign. Amen. And | wiſh that every Body, but eſpe- 
cially my Accomplices, ot whom | ſee ſeveral here before me, would take 


Warning by my Example.
